Twenty thousand persons, residents: 
of the Saluda river valley, along a 50- 
mile stretch, late tonight fled for their 
lives as some 5,000,000,000 gallons of 
water, breaking through the new earth 
dam of the Greenville waterworks, 
threatened -their homes and lives. 

Six other dams were in the path 
of the expected torrent and it was 
feared some of them might break, 
loosing other billions of gallons of wa- 


ter on the residents of the valley. 
Ahead of the tumbling waters that 


poured out through a great hole form- 
ed about a drain in the center of the 
dam, by courier and telephone more 


than 20,000 persons were warned te 


get to safety. B. W. Anders, an inv 
keeper at the cove, was the first 
courier spreading the alarm in every 
possible way and his work was taken 
up by others throughout the evening. 

Starting with a small leak around 
the drain pipe the hole gradually 
widened until it completely surround- 
ed the cylinder designed to lower the 
level of the lake. Then the core and

Piedmont Endangered. 


Rising at the rate of a foot to a 
foot and a ‘half an hour, the waters 
rushed down through what amounts 
almost to a gorge most of the distance 
trom the dam to Greenville. It fload- 
ed highways and stopped automobile 
traffic. 

Meanwhile, word of the menace was 
telephoned to all towns along the 
valley, and couriers were sent to warn 
residents at outlying points. Steps 
were taken to strengthen dams at 
Greenville, Piedmont, Ware Shoals, 
Pelzer and Belton. 

Residents of the lower sections of 
Piedmont, a city of 4, persons, 
were warned to flee, and late tonight 
were moving out with all of their 
belongings. It is at Piedmont that 
the greatest damage is feared as fully 
half the population lives in the area 
likely to be flooded.

The fighting 
was continuing tonight but no details 
had been received here. 

Chinese looters entered the safety 
zone reserved for foreigners as Chiang 
Kai Shek’s troops retreated before the 
Japanese, and the killing of foreign- 
ers began. Chinese troops joined the 
looters and wrecked Japanese shops 
and residences. 

The only communication with 
Tsinan is by Japanese wireless, anid 
the only message received over this 
in the afternoon was the report that 
fighting had been resumed.

Washington, May 4,—(P) —Secre™ 
tary Wilbur announced tonight that 
he had appointed a board, headed by 
Rear Admiral William H. Standley 
of the bureau of operations, to in- 
vestigate ways and means to develop 


more safety in naval aviation due to 
the number of fatalities during the 
past five years, 

The board was convened on the rec- 
ommendation ef Rear Admiral Rich- 
ard H. Leigh, chief of the bureau 
of navigation. Admiral Leigh recom- 
mended that aviation be given imme 
diate attention “with the view to per- 
fecting or modifying the existing or- 
ganization, the training and discip- 
line of the personnel, and the intro- 
duction into the service of means 
that will summarily check indiffer- 
ence to and disregard of the orders 
dealing with aeronautical activities.” 

The bureau of navigation recentiy 
made .public its annual analysis of 
accidents for last year it was re- 
vealed that during 1927 there were 
225 crashes and 26 fatalities, Dur- 
ing the past uine mouths of this 
fiscal year 182 crashes have taken 
27 lives of naval aviators, and it was 
said, in the analysis, that the person- 
nel was largely responsible.

Road Building. 


With reference to road building, 
the jury recommended a more equi- 
table distribution of work between 
northern and southern sections, de- 
claring that the latter districts had 
been discriminated against.

Figures were cited showing that dur- 
ing the past three years $1,965,761.39 
has been spent for concrete, as against 
$2.153.765.36 on penetration methods.
